A fow days ago, Judge 
Eouso, 
among other things wroto to 
Dis- 
trict Attorney .Tones: 
"Tho Court 
decided in favor of tho 
Classifica- 
tion Bill. 
Many favorable 
com- 
ments were made on your 
speech 
and 
brief in 
that 
caso. 
Tho 
Guardian has always assorted that 
such would be tho 
final 
decision, 
but tho strong efforts for its over 
throw, the extreme prcjudico sought 
to bo aroused against 
tho manner 
of its enrollment and final passage, 
together 
with 
the 
uncertainty 
which always attends litigated mat- 
ters caused tho friends of tho meas- - 


uro to feel 
great anxiety at 
all 
times until tho final announcement 
of its validity. 
Judge 
Baker, 
through 
illness, 
was 
detained 
in 
California, 
and 
Judgos Eouso and 
Hawkins 
wero 
of like opinion 
in sustaining' 
tho 
law. 
Tho opinion 
has 
not 
been 
written out in full yet, but judg 
ment sustaining the law has been 
rendored in tho case.

"We 
have 
included 
in 
the 
above 
saving 
tho 
matter 
of 
Immigration 
Commissioner, 
as 
tho 
general 
opinion 
among 
lawyers, 
not 
among 
newspaper 
men, 
is 
that 
thero is nothing left to support the 
Immigration 
Commissioner, 
that 
it "died 
a bornin'." 
This 
view 
will not meet tho approval 
of tho 
"Immigration 
Commission press" 
of Arizona, but tho courts and not 
tho press interpret tho law. 
Omitting tho matter of Immigra- 
tion Commissioner, tho 
saving to 
Graham county will bo 
6,730 per 
year, or 
13,460 in two years 
Had 
tho decision of tho Supremo Court 
been adverse to this law, it would 
have been a 
much 
moro 
difficult 
matter to enact a similar 
law two 
years hence. 
As it is, tho matter 
has been effectually 
settled, 
and 
tho pooplo can truly say 
that the 
Eighteenth 
Legislature 
was 
not 
wholly a failure, as some 
papers 
would have us believe.

Ills Brother, narry, and Several Anxious 
Friends "Watch the I)"th Strngglo 
Until tho i:nd, "Which 
Came 
at 11.30 p. m.,Aiisiist 
llrst. 
As tho hands of tho clock 
indi- 
cated twenty minutes after 
cloven 
o'clock on Thursday 
night, 
Aug. 
1st, tho soul of G. B. 
Fox 
passed" 
to that unknown realm to swell tho 
countless numbers that havo 
gone 
before. 
From six o'clock 
in the 
ovening'it was seon that 
tho 
end 
was approaching, that it was 
and tho strolco 
of death 
unerring. 
Evciy possiblo human effort was 
exerted to caso the closing 
hours 
of tho sufferer. 
At eight 
o'clock 
tho indications of tho dying 
strug- 
gle becamo moro pronounced, 
and 
for over 
threo 
hours 
tho 
fever 
stricken body tossed about tho bed 
in excessivo nervousness, 
exhaust- 
ing what vital force yet remained 
to continue life. 
Tho necessities of tho caso called 
for tho 
liberal 
administering 
of 
morphine from tho effects of which 
ho never fully .rallied. 
Shortly 
ho-for- o 
tho end, tho struggles 
became 
moro and moro 
violent, 
and 
tho 
weary body of tho sufferer, 
in tho 
convulsions of approaching 
death 
was like tho unceasing rising 
and 
falling ol a frail craft amid tho lash- 
ing waves of tho 
mighty 
ocean. 
Ono convulsive shudder 
succeeded 
another during these intervals, end- 
ing in ono feeble, spasmodic 
gasp 
and all was over. 
Tho "willing 
hands 
of 
tender, 
sympathizing friends prepared 
tho 
body for burial and on tho 
follow- 
ing Friday evening as the sun was 
hidden behind tho western 
moun- 
tains tho casket with 
its 
remains 
wero borne to tho 
military 
ceme- 
tery at Fort Thomas and given 
a 
place of rest. 
Tho pall 
bearers 
wero II. F. "Williams, Harry Peehan 
John Hondrickson, J. 
E. Yeager, 
Andrew Alexander, C. B. Young, 
C. E. Elder and James Gibson. 
Eev. D. Eoberts, of this place, 
at six o'clock, conducted 
tho 
fun- 
eral 
ceremonies 
in 
tho 
Collins 
building, which wero brief and 
im- 
pressive, and amid tho deepening 
shadows 
of evening 
tho 
clods 
solemnly fell upon tho pulseless re- 
mains of tho departed. 
Tho 
deceased, 
usually 
called 
Georgo Fox, was one of tho most 
upright and 
agreeable 
gentlemen 
that over claimed a home 
in 
any 
community. 
Ho had 
resided 
in 
Graham county as Chief Engineer 
of the G. Y. G. & N. Ey., for about 
fourteen months. 
Ho was born in 
Lebanon county, Pa., 
twenty-eigh- t 
years ago. 
He leaves as 
sorrow- 
ing relatives, a widowed 
mother, 
about 55 years of ago and 
a 
mar 
ried sister in Philadelphia, a broth 
er Harvoy, 
in ' Illinois, 
and 
his 
brother Harry, of tho 
Guardian, 
who was constantly at his bedside 
during tho last ten days of his ill 
ness. 
A. C. Laird, of tho Gila Valley 
railroad, did not reach the bedside 
of tho deceased until life had 
fled, 
but with 
affeclionato sympathetic 
tenderness did much toward 
con 
soling the brother, Harry, 
in 
his 
sad bereavement. 
Harry Peehan and H. 
F. 
"Wil- 
liams gavo many watchful, sleepless 
hours at tho bedsido of tho deceas 
ed during his hours 
of 
suffering. 
Dr. J. H. Lacoy, of Solomonville, 
was tho attending 
physician, 
and 
with anxious soncituuo, 
was 
con- 
stantly with tho patient during tho 
last forty-eigh- t 
hours of his 
life, 
doing everything 
possiblo to 
af- 
ford relief and arrest 
tho ravages 
of tho malady which was typhoid 
fever, 
superinduced 
by 
general 
pcritonotis .several 
hours 
before 
death. 
The 
deceased 
had 
every 
care of sympathetic 
hands, 
every 
attention 
of medical 
skill 
and 
everything to aid recovery, but the 
ailment had become so deep seated 
that human efforts were of but 
lit- 
tle avail.

disposition

long a resident of Graham county, 
ho leaves a host of friends

Fox. 
"Wherever

word 
was 
uttered 
touching his disposition, his traits 
of character, his daily lifo and 
as- 
sociations, it was a "word 
of most 
favorablo comment, complimentary 
in its import, and bestowed 
upon 
ono who was universally 
recogniz- 
ed as possessing worth and merit. 
At somo future time Avhcn deem- 
ed advisable tho remains 
will 
bo 
taken to tho old homo in Pennsyl- 
vania and 
given 
a 
final 
resting 
place amid tho 'hills and changing 
scones of his earliest years.

Carroll 
of Bridgeport 
has gone to Cuba 
under 
contiact 
with 
tho insurgent 
to furnish 
a 
largo supply 
of a high explosive 
which ho has tho secret formula for 
making. 
It is cheaper' and hotter for tho 
revolutionists 
to mako tho 
oxplo-siv- 
o 
on tho spot than to ship it 
from this country, and all tho nec- 
essary ingredients can bo found in 
Cuba. 
Mr. Carroll said: 
" I am to 
ho there 
six 
"weeks. 
"With fifty 
men wo 
can 
blow 
up 
l,00d,000 of tho best drilled soldiers 
in the world. 
"Wo can put torpe- 
does under water and blow up ships 
and 
destroy 
cables. 
Water 
or 
dampness does not intorfere. 
Un- 
der all the roads wo can plant tho 
explosive. 
"It can bo placed in old tomato 
cans in paper 
cartridges and 
fired 
from guns. 
I do not know how 
tho 
Cubans 
havo 
planned 
their 
campaign, but with this' high 
ex 
plosive no generalship 
is needed. 
A boy can blow up half tho island 
of Cuba. 
The revolutionists 
have 
given mo my price and I am going 
to provide them with tho material." 
From Cuba Mr. Carrllo says ho 
will go to 
San 
Francisco to meet 
agents of tho Chilian Government.

The death of Mrs. Thompson, at 
this place last Tuesday morning of 
tuberculous 
enteritis 
aroused the 
sympathy of tho whole community 
for 
tho 
five orphans 
which 
sho 
leaves, and also 
brought forth 
un 
ivorsal condemnation of tho brute 
of a husband who had deserted her 
a couple of months 
ago, 
leaving 
her in a delicate 
condition. 
Wo 
are 
informed that 
this inhuman 
monster left her in a hut near tho 
foot of Mt. Graham, from which the 
nearest water "was 
half a mile 
dis- 
tance and just ono 
dollar 
and 
a 
couplo 
of goats for herself and 
children 
to subsist upon, and 
ho 
has never been heard of since. Sho 
remained at this place for several 
weeks until sho was nearly starved 
when J. D. Hartzlor and 
Chas. 
Francis learned 
of hor condition 
and brought her to Safford, 
whero 
sho 
could receive 
medical treat- 
ment. 
Sho has been 
in a precari- 
ous condition ever since she 
"was 
brought hero, and on the 25th of 
last month her baby was born, and 
last 
Tuesday 
sho 
passed 
away. 
During her illness she was 
in con- 
stant fear that Thompson would re- 
turn and do her bodily harm for 
allowing tho condition ho left her 
in to bo known, and on her death 
bed requested that, should he 
re- 
turn, none of her children be given 
to him. 
Wo think, however, that 
ho will not return to claim them, 
for if ho should the treatment 
ho 
deserves will 
no 
doubt be meted 
out to him. 
Mrs. Thompson was 24 years 
of 
age; she did not know whoro 
any 
of her relatives 
wero 
except 
ono 


step-daught- 
, from whom sho 
re- 
ceived a letter a fow days before 
her death stating 
that Thompson 
was in Doming. 
The funeial 
was hold tho samo 
day she died, which 
was 
largely 
attended. The funei al serveces were 
read by Wm. 
Place, and her 
re- 
mains wero interred 
in the Safford 
burial ground. 
Dr. Eeed who had 
been attending 
her, and 
Mr. 
and 
Mrs. Glass, as soon as Mrs. Thomp- 
son died took charge of the 
child- 
ren. 
Numerous families asked tho 
privilege 
of taking chargo of the 
children and tho following ladies 
each took ono to her 
home: 
Mrs. 
Peter Anderson, Mrs Eollins, Mrs. 
Wm. Packer, Mrs. Hans Jorgenson, 
and Mrs. Stukey. 
Men like tho fellow Thompson 
should bojshuned as a leper would 
bo. 
Thero is no reason assigned 
for his treatment 
of his wife; 
he 
was making 
a fairly 
good living 
peddling 
meat in this and adjoin- 
ing towns when ho deserted 
her, 
and her death Avas caused from his 
neglect.

A queer disputo has arisen 
bo-two- 
tho Governor of Illinois nnd 
tho Governor of Indiana under tho 
law 
of Congress which provides 
for tho rendition of fugitives 
from 
justico 
who havo 
fled from one 
Stato into another State 
Somo 
timo 
ago a man named 
David 
Bryan 
was 
charged 
with 
having 
committed 
somo 
criminal 
form of swindling in Chicago. 
Ho 
was discovered in Indiana and Gov- 
ernor Altgeld of Illinois made a re- 
quisition upon Governor Matthews 
of Indiana for tho surrender of tho 
alleged fugitive. 
Tho demand was 
rcfusod. 
Bryan had been arrested 
in Indiana upon somo trivial charge 
thero, and ponding tho hearing and 
determination 
of this charge 
Gov- 
ernor Mntthows would not allow 
him to bo taken out of tho Stato. 
Not long after this refifsal 
Gov- 
ernor Matthows had occasion to 
o 
a requisition for a man named 
John Williams, who was accused of 
having committed a crimo in Clay 
county, Illinois. 
This requisition 
was not honored by Governor Alt- 
geld. 
That 
magistrate 
docs 
not 
propose to send any more citizens 
of Indiana back to Indiana 
until 
Governor Matthews sends Illinois 
men back to Illinois. 
Whilo it is doubtful wether 
any 
exact proccdont 
can be found for 
this 
intor-Stat- 
o 
dispute, cases havo 
not been infrequent where 
Govci-nor- s 
havo declined to comply with 
demands for tho rendition of alleg- 
ed fugitives from justico under tho 
act of Congress. 
It was long ago 
held by tho Supreme 
Court of tho 
United 
States 
that 
tho 
Federal 
statute 
is not mandatory, 
in tho 
souse of implying 
any power 
on 
tho part of tho general Government 
to compel 
obedience by 
the 
Gov- 
ernor of a Stato. 
Tho act of Con 
gross is simply a declaration of the 
moral duty imposed upon tho istato 
Executives by that provision of the 
Constitution 
of tho United 
States 
which declares that a person charg- 
ed in any Stato with 
treason, 
fol-oll- 


01 other crimo who 
shall fleo 
from justice and bo found in anoth-e- 
a 
Stato shall, 
on demand of tho 
exccotivo authority of the State 
from which ho fled, bo delivered up 
to bo removed to tho Stato having 
jurisdiction of tho crimo. 
Tho leading caso on 
this subject 
is that of tho Commonwealth 
of 
Kentucky 
. against 
Donnison. 
Thero the Stato 
of Kentucky 
ap- 
plied 
to 
tho Supremo 
Court at 
Washington 
for a writ of manda- 
mus commanding tho Governor of 
Ohio to deliver up to tho Kentucky 
authorities one Willis Lago, a fugi- 
tive from Kentucky, who was 
in- 
dicted for having aided and assist- 
ed ono Charlotte, a slavo, to escape 
from 
his owner. 
Govornor 
Dcu-niso- n 
of Ohio 
declined to deliver 
up the fugitive, 
and tho Supreme 
Court of tho United 
States, speak- 
ing through Chief Justico 
Taney, 
unanimously 
hold that there 
was 
no power delegated 
to tho general 
Government, 
either 
through 
tho 
Judiciary or any other department 
to uso any cocrcivo means to com 
pel a Governor 
to obey Fodeial 
law relative- to 
inter-Stat-e 
extradi- 
tion.

RIPENING 
OF 
WINE. 


How tho Juice of tho Grape Is Treated 
In Switzerland. 
The w ine in Switzerland is loft in the 
casks till the following birinr, and it 
is here that fermentation 
takes place 
and the mout is converted into wine, 
says 
the 
Cornhill 
Magazine. 
The 
change begins 
almost 
immediately; 
the liquid 
becomes 
turbid, 
carbolic 
acid gas is evolved, a scum 
is thrown 
up on the surface and the temperature 
rises. 
A climax is reached;. the inten- 
sity of the 
fermentation diminishes, 
subsides; the scum settles as a slimy 
deposit at the bottom of the cask and 
a clear yellow liquid is left above. 
The 
grape sugar lias almost entirely disap- 
peared, a corresponding amount of al- 
cohol has taken its place, and the sweet 
taste of the mout has Riven place to the 
characteristic 
vinous 
flavor 
of 
the 
ine. 
In the early stages of fermentation 
enormous quantities 
of carbonic acid 
pas ate given olf, and huge fires are 
made in the cellars to drive it away. 
Hut at the time I write of (October, 
1893), when the vintage "was the finest 
of the 
century-- 
when barrels to hold 
mout could not 
Taa purchased for love 
or money, when 
every cellar 
on the 
lake from Geneva 
to Villeneuvo was 
packed with 
casks of mout, so great 
w as the amount of carbonic acid gas 
in the air that, in spite of every precau- 
tion, several deaths from suffocation 
took place among tho workers. 
In the 
spring the wine is drawn off clear into 
other "barrels, 
then bottled; vin ordin- 
aire is not bottled at all, but bimply 
draw n from the wood. This is the wine 
sold at all fhe little wineshops with 
w'hich 
Switzerland 
abounds. 
It 
is 
drawn off into .quaint little glass de- 
canters 
containing 
half a liter each, 
and so served to the mnhurrying Swiss, 
who drink it round little tables under 
tQie trees on thesunny pathways or over 
wooden 
benches 
inside the 
"winesliops. 


USE OF THE 
SHOTGUN. 
"Proper Care In Handling; to Prevent Ac- 
cidents. 
A. good sportsman is familiar with his 
piece, and brave enough to be afraid of 
it, says Harper's 
Round Table. 
From 
the time lie takes it out of the case the 
muzzle of the barrels is on his mind un- 
til he has taken it to pieces, cleaned it, 
and put it away in his case. 
'When 
he starts out in the morning, he take's 
out the barrels, and pointing 
them 
to- 
wards the earth as Tie holds them in 
his left hand, he springs the stock into 
its place with his Tight- - 
Then having 
fixed on .the little piece of wood which 
clinches 'the "two parts together, he 
passes his right arm around the barrels, 
so that as he carries it the stock points 
up and behind him atari angle of about 
forty-fiv- 
e 
degrees, 
and 
the 
barrels 
point down toward the earth at a sim- 
ilar angle in front of him. 
Around his 
waist or in his pockets he carries cart- 
ridges. 
1?o charge goes into his gun 
until he has not only left the house, 
but actually arrived on the grounds 
Where he expects to find game. 
If he 
has to drie to the proper woods or the 
shooting-stand- s 
or blinds, he places the 
piece 
in the bottom of the 
wagon, 
pointing out toward 
the 
rear, never 
once allowing it to point towards hira 
self or anyone else w ho may be stand- 
ing by. 
If he is near enough to the 
woods or shore to walk he carries the 
gun as described, unloaded, until he 
reaches the proper place. 
When climb- 
ing 
over fences,

with cart 
ridges in place or not, he places the 
gun under the fence flat on the ground. 
climbs over or under, and then picks it 
up from the other 
side. 
Resting a 
shooting-piec- 
e 
against a fence or wall

sportsman. 


MESSENGERS 
OF THE SKY: 
About tho Iternnrkahle Kites Made IiJ the 
Japanese anil Chinese. 
In ihe making of kites shape is no 
consideration. 
A square,, circle, 
man, 
star, ifish, dragon, horse or shield w ill 
fly equally 
well, but they must be 
equally 
proportioned. 
In Japan 
one 
sees a whole menagerie at once in the 
air 
horses, cows.moukej s, bats, fishes, 
crows and snakes, as w ell as dragons, 
bahies w hich cry, boys w ith their arms 
and legs spread out, hunters and sol- 
dier!. 
"Fighting 
kites"1 are seen everywhere 
in both China and Japan. 
The armed kite is usually made about 
two and a half feet high andcoered 
with cambric or silk. 
The tail may be 
made of strips of 
bright-colore- d 
cloth 
about 
one 
inch 
wide, secuiely tied in 
the middle to a strong twine. 
Tho de- 
structive 
part 
of this 
kite 
lies 
in 
the tail, to which arc attached sharp 
pieces of broken glass called knhes. 
Fasten three of these knives together 
with wax, so that each shall point in a 
different direction, bind on three slips 
of thin 
wood lengthwise to hold the 
wax and glass flimly, and cover with 
cloth or kid. 
A much simpler 
w eapon is made by 
dipping tho ten feet of string next to 
the kite in glue and then rolling it in 
pounded glass until thickly coated with 
a glistening armor of sharp points. The 
object with both is, of 
iour-e- , 
to cut 
jour opponent's 
string. 
The skillful 
maneuvering 
which 
this 
requires 
is 
very good practice in training 
one to 
aet quickly. 
It is considered dishonor- 
able to cut an unarmed kite.
